THE OBSERVATORY. 
a hs Pe cae! \ 
Comments from Shanghai, 

“Tho Totter from thy’ Astronomer-Royal, , 
Gregnwich, dealing with the storm which 
wrought such dixaster in the Colony -on 
Soptembor. 18 las. hus’ wvokod a strong 
roply from the Sicawei Obsuvatary. 

Tho Astronomer-Royul announced that 
from tha evidenco submitted’ to him the 
storm was separate from ono which the 
BSleawoi Observatory find: been observing 
for some duys previously, aml in ton- 
sequence opined that it gonorated suddenly 
locally and could not hove boen foretold. 
Our QObsorvatory was exonerated from 
oulpability. : 

This the Sicawei authoritios do not feol 

disposed to allow pass unchallenged 
and in ‘a letter published in a Shanghai 
paper, and republished focally, they trace 
from its inception what thoy declare to be 
tho storm that ovortook Hongkong. Wo 
yield to none in our admiration of the 
Sicawei Fathers, but at (he samo timo we 
feel it is only right and just to our Obser- 
vatory stall to point out that a mis- 
apprehension might arise from u perusal of 
tha lctter of tho Sicawei Fathers, 
"Tt might Le gathorod from it that 
the Sicawei Observatory foretuld the 
storm that. ‘streck Hongkong 5 
disastronsly, 

“Buch was not the case. Since the storm 
they have accumulated data which has con- 
vineed them that the ston is identical 
with one which thoy observed some days 
before September 18, bub here we aro 
prompted to revort to the reports issued 
at the fporiod, leaving aubsequent investi. 
gationa oul of reckoning, We do this in 
order to give our Observatory fair play, 
and because, as previously atatod, tho 
idea may gain ground that fhe storm 
was foretold. In their lefter the 
Sicawei Fathers point ont that thoy 
did not warn Hongkong of the storm 
becauso Hongkong did not want the 
warning, On that point enough has 
already been suid—and now the causo of 
tho friction has departed we trust the last 
has been heard of it~but the charts issued 
by the Sicawoi Fathers on the With, 16th, 
U7th and 18th of Soptembor are worth 
studying in view of their letter. 

On September 1h Sieuiei reported under 

_the heading of “ Depressions: "A new 
contro is signalled advancing towards 
Formosa from the south of the Meiaco 
Sima group: it does not yot give signs of 
violonce, but may bring rough weather in 
the Formosa Channel and North of For- 
mosa.” (Tho Chart showed fo rings 
round Formosa.) 

On September 16 tho report said; ‘Tho 
centro in the South is nearly rtationary at 
Formosa,” (The chart showed one small 
ting close round Formosa). 

On September 17 the report said regard- 
ing this depression: The ono: reported 
at Formosa fills up gradually.” (The chart 
shows no tings at Formosa, nioaning that 
the depression is no longer important.) 

On September 18 the report says: “fA 
very violent storm of quito limited srca 
raged in Hongkong on Tuesday tnorning.” 
(The chart showed no marks,) 

It is fair to point out that on the 17th 
the Sicawei Obsorvatory did not mention 
in thoir report, isaund af Shanghai that the 
deprossion had moved fram Formosa. ‘They 
said it was ‘filling up" gradually, meaning 
it was gradually dissipating, Were there a 
movement in .any direction it would surely 
have been noted, just as the daily move- 
mont of a northern depression al tho sane 
period’ was noted. 

At all ovonta it is timo this question 
was dyopped., The storm happened nearly 
ayear ago, and any moro mid about it iv 
hot likely to improro matters, We all 
‘know there was room for improvernent iu 
Fougkong, hut now that there ig 20 reasun 
for a dotthuance of friction we trust that 
matters will prvoced amoothly and that; 
.our Observatory and thoso of Shanghai 
and Manila will labour hand. in hand 
to forward tho great work thoy are 
eapablo of doing in the interosts of 
humanity, Co-oporation is hocesyary, and 
ev-operation will, wo feo! sure, bo effected.

A GLIMPSE OF SALINA CRUZ, 

{ fwrrrren Fou cy’ omva MAM] 

: This place, so much spoken ‘of lately, is 

situated on the Pacific Coast of Mexico, 
in tho stata of Onxaca, near the historical 
Isthmus of ‘Tehuuntopce, “It is dno af the 
principal stations of the -sevon propasud 
ruilroad lines, which will connect the chief 
commeretal centros of the United States 
with the most important citics of Moxico, 
Owing to ita fuyotirable gengruphicay 
position it will be much frequented by 
stealners from Honolulu, Japan and China. 

Tho Mexican government havo not 
spared money in inaking the wecessary 
improvemepts, Already soventy yaillions 
of dollars have been spent in that. placo 
anil in Contzacouleos, u port ori the opposite 
const, Tho colosval works have beonentrust- 
ed to tho well-known firm of engineers, 
Messrs 8, Penraon and Son, and Chinesonre 
being engaged for rough Ixbour, We must 
not forget that bub for tho untiring 
Chinese tho famous Gredt Westorn Pasific 
Railway could not have byen constructed 60 
cheaply, 

Last winter Porfirio. Diaz, tho. president 
of the rapublic, went to’ Salina Criz to 
inangurate the opening of that branch of | 
railway. They have built » fine breakwater | 
and Yredgers are working day and night to 
deopen theharbour, which haa now 1, 
depth of forty feet. Big waves continuously 
strike against tho salient portions of the 
bay, although the sea looks calm. The 
sea there, like in most regions of the 
Pacific, is infested with — shark, 
Quite — recontly. sailor — belonging 
to a steamer of the United States 
waa bathing at Salina Crug and was attacked 
by these voraciousanimals, He managed tu 
escape, but Jost one arm and one foot, In 
thnt harbour there are no boats for hire ; 
those who wish to go ashore must depend 
on the boat of ‘their steamer or of some 
private eompany established in thnt Inea- 
lity. No one isnllowed to land unless ho 
ean prove that he has been recently 
yaccinated. Tho medical inspection of the 
immigrants is vory strict. 

We oxperionced at Salina Cruz great 
heat during the day, but thore was a fresh 
breoze in the evening, We felt one evening 
a slight: shock of earthquake, Some resi- 
dents told us aftorwards that they also felt 
it, and they aro so accustomed to .it, that 
they did not pay much attention, We 
were informed that shocks — occw 
moro frequently in certain Northern 
States. Wo saw in the harbour Bri- 
tish, Atnerican, Moxicau and Japanese 
steamers. Reckoning according to uation- 
ality, those of Great Britain were more 
numeroiis, 

During our stay thero, fatal accident 
happened to the Chief Officer of the 8, 8. 
Suisang, Mr Thomas Tvans, who ‘ac- 
cidentally fell into one of tho hatches of 
his steamor and way instantly killed, Bo 
tena a very kind-hearted man_and had 
largo number of friends, All who kuew 
him deeply deplare his untimely death. 

The little town of Santina Cruz lies on a 
sandy plain surrounded by a sandy hill in 
which only shrubs grow. Tt was formerly 
known as La Ventosa (the windy 
site,) but the nome was stbsequently 
changed for the one it now bears, and 
which to us seema as ugly as the old one. 
Why not name it after: some nntional 
worthy, as thoy have elsewhere commomo- 
ratod in that way, the names of Juaroz and 
Diaz? : 

Leas than a decade ago Salinn Cruz was 
adosert. It now contains soven thonaand 
inhabitants from various parts of tho world, 
A hotel which we visited was crowded 


a 


with citizens of the United States. 


A light-house on tho hill serves to show 
tho entrance to the harbour at night. 

Tho town is supplied with potable water 
which is conyoyed into a resorvoir by 
pipes from far away. Thero ia also a 
meteorological station not yot ready for 
observation. Vast warehouses are boing 
erected. A small British hospitnl is at- 
tached to the ‘harbour yrorks, which were 
commenced only threo years ago and are 
expected to be completed tive years hence. 

The Goyernment havo ostablished o 
school at Salina Cruz. In that republic 
primary education is free ond compulsory, 
Even the higher and professional schools 
are freo, being aupported by the Goyern- 
ment. 

Tho Mexicans aro a chivalrous raco; 
foreigners aro treated in their land most 
courteously. Salina Cruz has noattractions, 
sayo for those.who go thera. on business. 
From Salina to..the capital it 
two days and holf by rail.
